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CANADA AND 
THE ECONOMIC SUMMITS 


From June 19 to 21, 1988, Canada will host the 
14th Economic Summit. Prime Minister Brian Mulroney 
will welcome to Toronto the leaders of the six other major 
industrialized democracies — France, the Federal 
Republic of Germany, Italy, Japan, the United Kingdom 
and the United States of America — as well as the presi- 
dent of the Commission of the European Communities. A 
participant in the economic summits since 1976, Canada 
also hosted the 1981 summit, held in Ottawa and nearby 
Montebello. 


Canada is the only country that combines member- 
ship in the Commonwealth and la Francophonie with par- 
ticipation in the annual economic summits. In September 
1987, the second Conference of la Francophonie was 
held in Quebec City, and the Commonwealth Heads of 
Government Meeting took place in Vancouver last 
October. All three of these major international meetings, 
but especially the Economic Summit, are of extraordinary 
importance to Canada and Canadian foreign policy. They 
are an expression of Canada’s multilateral approach to 
tackling global problems. 


ECONOMIC SUMMITS — 
WHAT ARE THEY? 


The annual Economic Summit is the most visible 
element of a broader process of international consultation 
and co-operation in the management of the world econ- 
omy. Summit discussions are closely linked to work done 
in other international forums, including the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), the World Bank, the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), the Organization 
for Economic Co-operation and Development (OECD), and 
the Group of Seven Finance Ministers (G7). 


The continuing objective of the summit meetings is 
to achieve compatible economic policies among summit 
countries in order to foster sustainable world growth, and 
to provide effective and coherent responses to economic 
challenges as they arise. The need for increased policy 
co-ordination reflects the high degree of interdependence 
among nations in the global economy today. Summit 
leaders collectively have grappled with the energy crises 
of the 1970s and 1980s, the critical problem of debt and 
development facing the poorest nations, and the need to 
ensure freer markets for world trade. They have devel- 
oped economic policy packages to deal with recession 
and inflation and have sought to achieve greater stability 
in foreign exchange markets. 


Although summit agendas are primarily economic 
in character, political and other issues are often dis- 
cussed. Consensus and progress on important world 
issues are sought, and new policy initiatives are gener- 
ated. At past summits, for instance, leaders have 
exchanged views on East-West relations, arms control 
and disarmament, international terrorism, and regional 
issues such as South Africa, Afghanistan, Indo-China, 
and the Middle East. Summit leaders have stimulated 
international co-operation in energy, the environment, 


science and technology, and health issues (the combat- 
ting of drug abuse and the spread of AIDS have featured 
prominently at recent summits). 


While economic summits are not decision-making 
forums, they do provide a unique opportunity for leaders 
from the major industrialized countries to discuss com- 
mon problems directly and informally. Working together, 
the summit leaders can set in motion changes across the 
spectrum of global issues, often setting an agenda for 
action in the broader international economic system. 


The responsibility for hosting economic summits 
has rotated among the participating countries. Summits 
have been held in Rambouillet, France (1975), Puerto 
Rico (1976), London (1977 and 1984), Bonn (1978 and 
1985), Tokyo (1979 and 1986), Venice (1980 and 
1987), Ottawa/Montebello (1981), Versailles, France 
(1982), and Williamsburg, U.S.A. (1983). 


SUMMITRY — THE ORIGINS 


The first Economic Summit grew out of concerns 
by leaders of the major industrialized nations over the 
economic problems that faced the world in the mid- 
1970s. For instance, the breakdown of the ‘Bretton 
Woods’’ system of fixed exchange rates had weakened 
the established system of international economic co- 
operation. At the same time, the effects of the oil price 
crisis of 1973-74 had led directly to a recession, accom- 
panied by surging inflation in the industrialized coun- 
tries. Economic summits provided a forum where these 
leaders could discuss the scope for common responses 
to shared economic problems. 


The initiative for the first summit, held in Ram- 
bouillet, France, in 1975, came from French President 
Giscard D’Estaing and West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt. The following year in Puerto Rico, Canada’s 
then Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau joined other leaders 
at the summit table. The president of the Commission of 
the European Communities has participated since the 


London Summit in 1977. Summits now include separate 
meetings between member country finance ministers and 
foreign ministers. 


CANADA AND 
THE SUMMIT PROCESS 


A seat at the summit table was an important 
achievement for Canada. This was a recognition of 
Canada’s global foreign policy approach, its substantial 
role in the international financial institutions, and its 
position as a major trading nation. Summit membership 
allows Canada to help shape international responses to 
the vital economic and political issues of the day. In spite 
of its relatively small economic weight in the summit 
group, Canada has in fact been successful in advancing 
issues of fundamental concern to Canadians. 


At the Tokyo Summit in 1986, Prime Minister 
Mulroney persuaded other summit leaders that serious 
problems in agricultural trade had to be more effectively

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addressed. At Canada’s initiative and with strong sup- 
port from the United States, leaders at Tokyo for the first 
time expressed their common concern about the domes- 
tic subsidies and protectionist policies that have distorted 
world markets for agricultural products. At this same 
meeting, Canada secured a consensus to move forward 
with the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade Negotia- 
tions (MTN), which were formally launched at Punta del 
Este, Uruguay, in September of that year. 


The agricultural trade issue was raised once more 
by Canada at the Venice Summit in 1987, and leaders 
agreed to review the progress made on agriculture in the 
MTN Round when they meet again in Toronto. 


Encouraged by the recognition among summit part- 
ners of the need to achieve freer trade in agricultural 
products, Canada played an important role in the found- 
ing, in 1986, of the ‘‘Cairns Group’’ of like-minded 
agricultural exporters from both developed and devel- 
oping countries. The goal of the group is to promote 5 


agricultural trade reform, and it has already established 
far-reaching objectives for agriculture in the Uruguay 
Round. 


Another continuing Canadian priority at the summit 
meetings has been the special problems of developing 
countries, particularly the poorest ones in sub-Saharan 
Africa. Largely at Canada’s initiative, successive summit 
declarations have called for special efforts to help these 
nations. Substantial progress has been made to address 
this challenge: 

e enlargement of the Structural Adjustment Facility 
of the IMF (which provides concessional financing 
for the poorest countries seeking to implement 
economic policy reforms); 

e expansion of the World Bank’s concessional lend- 
ing window for the poorest countries (the Interna- 
tional Development Agency); and 

e agreement on a broad approach to dealing with the 
indebtedness problems of developing countries. 


Pursuant to these commitments, Canada 
announced at the recent Commonwealth and Franco- 
phone summits that it would forgive the Official Develop- 
ment Assistance (ODA) debt of 13 countries in sub- 
Saharan Africa, which are among the poorest nations in 
the world. 


THE TORONTO SUMMIT 


The site of this year’s ‘‘Canadian’’ Summit will be 
the Metropolitan Toronto Convention Centre, literally in 
the shadow of the CN Tower. In addition to official dele- 
gations, Canada is expecting that some 4 000 represen- 
tatives of the national and international media will be 
at the summit to provide news coverage for the world. 
Toronto will thus be the focus of world attention for two 
and a half days this June.

The importance of the discussions that will be led 
by Prime Minister Mulroney has been underscored by 
the dramatic events this past year on international securi- 
ties and foreign exchange markets. Canada will work to 
help achieve progress on the full range of summit issues: 
appropriate macro-economic policies; protectionism, 
and the need for a stronger GATT; the plight of the 
poorest developing countries; Third World indebtedness; 
East-West relations; and other economic and political 
questions. 


The Declaration which will be issued at the con- 
clusion of the summit will reflect the collective views of 
leaders on these global questions. It will probably focus, 
to some extent at least, on the key issue of economic 
policy co-ordination. Most importantly the Toronto 
Summit Declaration will reflect, along with the views of 
other summit countries, a Canadian perspective on global 
problems, and Canadian approaches to their solution.
